Zion's  Herald  sets  forth  the  effect  oflagood 
hearer  upon  the  sermon  in  a most  Striking 
way.  And  we  all  can  readily  recall  the 
emphasis  that  our  Lord  placed  upjon  the 
hearing.  The  Parable  of  the  Soweii  found 
in  the  13th  of  Matthew;  was  given  (to  call 
attention,  not  so  much  to  the  preacher 
and  his  serjnion,  as  to  the  hearer  ifnd  his 
hearing.  But  hear  what  The  Herpld  has 
to  say  on  the  subject: 

“There  are  poor  preachers  and  tljere  are 
poor  sermons,  but  the  poor  hearyr  out- 
number* them  tar.  The  reverent  hearer, 
may  find  in  most  sermons  something  to 
help  and  encourage  him.  There  was  an 
old  deacon  who  was  a good  hearer,  and 
there  came  to  him  u frit  ml  who  wqs  not. 
The  frien(|l  was  loud  in  hi**  complaint 
against  tljeir  common  pastor.  Tie  ser- 
mons were  poor  and  full  ol  mist  a lies  and 
blunders;  he  could  get  n«>  spiritual  food 
from  them,  and  there  must  he  at  [once  a 
change  of  pastors.  The  deacon  tojok  his 
irate  visitor  out  to  the  stable  where  stood 
old  Topsy,  th:  deacon’s  cow.  The  deacon 
quietly  placed  some  hay  Indore  hey,  and 
Topsy  prpceeded  nt  once  to  murfeh  her 
food  with  every  sign  nf  content  mens  possi- 
ble to  bovjue  existence.  For  full  five  min- 
utes the  deacon  stood  and  watched  the 
cow,  and  his  guest  stood  waiting ! impa- 
tiently toljmow  whether  or  not  the  deacon 
would  join  him  in  his  efforts  to  secure  a 
new  pastpr.  ’ At  last  the  old  man  broke 
the  silence:  “Don’t  you  ktjow  as  much  as 
my  cow?"  he  said.  “She  dcx*s  not  like 
thistles,  or  daisies,  or  burilock,  and?  there 
are  plenty  in  the  hay.  but  she  simply  noses 
them  aside  and  goes  on  eating  her  hay.  It 
you  find  thistles  in  the  sermons,  don’t  eat 
them;  but  I find  lots  ot  good  hay.’j  The 
visitor  understood,  and  n<ver  forgot;  and 
if  in  after  years  helelt  tempted  to  fin(l  fault 
with  his  minister,  he  cheeked  himself  with 
a smile  and  thequestion:  “Don’t  voqknow 
as  much  aB  my  cow?”  •
